RR Trygve  Lie's annual 
report to the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations ty 
thip year Inevitably rather 
cheerless ‘document.

CHANGED PICTURE 


Mescow,’ Aug. 24.--The Western 


Inat night was belleved here today to 
have completely changed the picture 
in the great powers’ ncgotintlons over 
Germany. 

It wus thought that the Western 
Governments would take severnl days 
to consider Marshal Stalin's com- 
munication and co-ordinate o reply

The Western representatives were 
understood to be extremely satisfied 
with the nature of the com- 
munication Marshal Stalin made to 
them.

GREAT SECRECY 

All reports relating to last night's
